It is true that they have tbe strike '

In this plan the boys 
saw tbe speediest,results with the least 
trouble, and they acted and frequently,

Many a mine superintendent has had 
to reinstate an incorrigible boy or two 
in order to keep the others at work and I 
at that small sacrifice of principle and 
discipline prevent several hundred men 
being idle and many thousands of tons 
of coal unmined.

It was part of tbe plan of the officials 


of the union in admitting tbe boys of 
sixteen years to their organization to 
inculcate a greater respect for the un- 
ion and its rules among the youngsters 
and prevent tbe strikes which were in 
the year 1901 and tbe first part of 1902 
of sucb frequent occurrence. 
They 


argued that If tbe boys could be bound 
by the union rules not to strike until 
ordered by tbe proper officials it would 
be better for the nation. At that time 
tile union was endeavoring to establish 
itself on a better footing witb the op- 
erators by proving that it could control 
itself, and the strikes, of the breaker 
boys were thorns In the sides of the 
officials. It was likewise an aggrava- 
tion to their fathers and elder broth- 
ers, who, wanting to work and paying 
small attention to the little grievances 
above ground, found themselves some-

Unpnralleled Growtb of the Ameri- 


can Labor Movement. 


The phenomenal growth of organized 


labor in this country during the past 
twelye months is tbe most encouraging 
sign of our times. It shows that the 
workers are fast coming to see the ben- 
efits of unionism and tbe necessity for 
meeting the combinations of capita! 
with just as strong combinations of 
the workers. Tbe progress made dur- 
ing the past year, and especially since 
the convention of December last, re- 
flects great credit upon the officers of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
who are tireless in the good work. In 
a letter to the labor editor of the 
American Press Association Frank 
.Morrison, secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor, says: 


"Tbe American Federation of Labor 


is swinging along at 'an unusual gait 
this year. We have reached high wa- 
ter mark In the matter of applications 
for charters. During the month of 
March we received 210 applications for 
charters for unions that do not come 
under national or international unions 
now in existence, and indications are 
that a still higher record will be 
reached during April. For your infor- 
mation I desire to say that the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, taking into 
consideration its affiliated bodies, has 
increased fully 400.000 over the aver- 
age membership paid upon during the 
eleven months ending Sept. 30, 1902. 
\Ve have thirty-sis paid organisers In 
the field, a greater number than ever 
before in the history of the A. F. of L. 
We have over 1,000 district organizers, 
and we are receiving 100 per cent more 
applications this year than during the 
same months last year. 


"We have now 104 International or- 


ganizations, 26 state bodies, 506 city 
cejitrals and nearly 1,700 local unions. 
Five additional international organi- 
zations will probably be chartered at 
an early date. President Gompers has 
called conventions to form Internation- 
al organizations of the following three 
crafts: Railway clerks, building labor- 
ers and railway expressmen. The pi- 
lots and tbe hospital attendants have 
made applica$on0j for international 
charters. The Bricklayers and the Soft 
Stone Cutters' International organiza- 
tions are now voting on the proposition 
to affiliate with tbe American Federa- 
tion of Labor. If the latter two vote 
favorably and the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor de- 
cides to grant a charter to the Pilots 
and form an international union of

Owing to his peculiar habit of brows- 
lag on brush and weeds be finds par- 
ticular favor among farmers. The An- 
gora gout industry, for reasons ob- 
vious to one who gives tbe subject 
careful study, is destined to come into 
great prominence in Kew Mexico. It 
seems particularly desirable that the 
attention of the farmer und ranchman 
should be called to this important in- 
dustry at this time, says American 
Sheep Breeder.

mals, subject to few diseases, prefer- 
ring to climb and browse among the 
rocks and bills, relishing buds, -twigs 
and dry leaves, agile, keen of sight, is, 
from the westerner's standpoint, a rus- 
tler, tho embodiment of nil the quali- 
ties desirable in :i range animal. 


It is well known that unoccupied

Breeder. We liave made microscopic 
examination of each sample submit- 
ted, but cot in a single instance have 
we found auy trace of ibis disease, but 
In almost every case bave unmistaka- 
bly detected injury to the fleece 
brought about by gross errors in feed- 
ing. Many of our western friends dur- 
ing tbe past winter have fed corn free- 
ly, but uot judiciously, to animals un- 
accustomed to such fare, with the re- 
sult that a fevered condition of the 
system was brought about, and the 
partial shedding of their fleeces fol- 
lowed in consequence. 
Then, on the 


other hand, sheep that had been well 
cared for fell' into the hands of the 
unskillful feeder, and the rations with 
which tbey were furnished not being 
of the quality that would tend to keep 
them in a healthy condition, their 
fleeces became loose, and the conse- 
quent dejected appearance of the ani- 
mals caused their owners to fear that 
they had a real case of scab on their 
hands.

The first 
on the left is the catching pen. The 
next is the tank under narrow roof. 
The third, and tinder cover, is the drip- 
ping pens. The fourth is a large boiler 
with fireplace. A man and a boy can 
easily pass through fifty sheep an hour 
and do perfect work with tbe dipping. 


Raising Hothouse Lambs. 


My business is diversified farming, 


and I make a specialty of raising hot- 
hotise lambs for the Chicago market, 
•writes John A. Hill of Texas to the 
Breeder's Gazette. It is a very nice 
business for a man that likes the sheep 
business. I breed high grade South- 
down ewes and use only registered 
rams. I sell my larubs at from three to 
four months old and ship a car of 200 
head at a time. They shrink less than 
any other stock a man can ship. My 
shrinkage last year "was a fraction 
short of five pounds, and I did not get 
a good run. My car made an average 
of forty-six and a half pounds at mar- 
ket and sold for S1^ cents, which I 
think pays well if one attends to his 
lambs properly. I begin to feed my 
lambs as scon as they will eat and let 
them run with their mother, and they 
go through a creep into tbeir pen, 
where they are fed cottonseed, cotton- 
seed meal and bran, having the run of 
an oat or rye patch. 


Foolish Restrictions. 


The government has dealt with the 


foot and mouth disease promptly and 
generally with good results, but it ''fell 
down" most ridiculously when it or- 
dered an embargo on shipments of 
wool from Massachusetts, one of the 
quarantined states, says Stockman and 
Farmer. 
But the Boston wool trade 


soon showed the folly of such regula- 
tions and secured a partial release aft- 
er four or five days. 
Still any house 


having Massachusetts wool in store is 
forbidden to ship any of its stock, and 
this is a serious hardship to some ex- 
tensive dealers. All this Massachusetts 
wool was clipped and stored months 
before the outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease. 
If it does leave the loft, it 


will go to some manufacturer and will 
in no way injure anything. Such fool- 
ishness is not highly creditable to our 
agricultural department.

*aid: "President Jesse M. Smith of the 
Utah Wool Growers' association has 
word from various parts of Idaho 
about the. sheep losses from snow and 
cold anil says that reports of these 
losses have been much exaggerated 
and that in a few places only have 
there been any, marked losses. B. F. 
Saunders has returned from the south 
country and says that the past season 
has been an ideal winter one in Dixie 
for sheep and that they have fared 
\;ery well there. However, he Icarus 
that out on the western desert, the 
sheep have not fared well and that on 
the Snake river dosert where the 
ranges have been covered up by the 
deep snows the losses among the sheep 
have been considerable.

HOUSING CATTLE.

My stable is a very ordinary affair, 


but I think as convenient as some 
more expensive ones. Platform on tbe 
ground at one end of stable 7 feet 4 
leches long, at the other 8 feet, gradu- 
ally lengthening. This accommodated 
lar^e or small cows. Width of manger. 
20 inches, is included. Drop behind tho 
COTIS. S inches: space froaa there to 
wall is cenjer.t, sloping toward the drop 
about two inches in three feet. Have 
no sutler n::d find this stable mnch 
easier to clean. Platforms should slopo 
to gutter about two inches In four 
feet 


For manger back use 2 by 8 inch 


plank on edge twenty Inches from 
front. Hayrack is thirty-four Inches 
from floor to bottom of rack. For bot- 
tom use 2 by 12. Place its front edge 
even with the front of manger. For 
slats use 1 by 2, 3 feet long, nailed four 
and a half inches apart. Rack in this 
way is 12 indies at bottom, 3 feet high 
and should be about 3 feet wide at top. 
with equal flare on both sides. Put in 
partitions 4*« feet high, reaching back 
4!4 feet from front of mauger, so that 
each cow has a separate manger and 
cannot hook her neighbor. 


Partition is of inch boards up and 


down. Board at back end of partition 
should roach the ceiling for support. 
Do not let partition reach into rack, 
which is better not divided. For end of 
stable where platform is longest put 
partitions about 3 feet 2 inches apart 
and gradually nearer toward short end 
until only thirty-four Inches is allowed. 
This is very little difference, but suffi- 
cient for stable fifty feet long. I have 
two. 


Fasten a pole three inches in diame- 


ter into floor four inches from manger 
and four inches from partition on left 
side of each cow. Procure ordinary 
cow tie chains with the large ring and 
swivel. Slip ring over the pole, which 
should be about four feet high, and 
then fasten top of pole to partition 
nearly perpendicular. This allows the 
cows to step back and forth, but with 
the manger low. They lie down so far 
forward that they very seldom get any 
manure on them. My cows have no 
horns, so do not hook. Never have any 
trouble about wasting bay or keeping 
bedding under cows.— Cor. Country 
Gentleman. 


The question of economy of storage 


room is entirely in favor of silage, 
writes a correspondent of American 
Cultivator. Less room is required for 
storing tbe product from a certain 
number of acres in the silo than in a 
barn in cured condition. 
Hay placed 


in tlie mow will take up more than 
three times as much room as the same 
qttantity of food materials put into the 
silo. In the case of field cured fodder 
corn the comparison comes out still 
more favorably to the silo on account 
of the greater difficulty in preventing 
the thick cornstalks 
from 
spoiling 


when placed under shelter. 


Another reason why the silo has been 


adopted generally is that an acre of 
corn can be placed in it at less than it 
can be put up as cured fodder. To de- 
rive full benefit from the food materi- 
als in the field cured corn fodder it 
must be run through a feed cutter in 
small proportions st a time; the corn 
must in most cases be bunked, cribbed 
and either ground cob and all or shelled 
and ground.' In siloing corn the whole 
plant is now as a rule run through the 
cutter and filled into the silo at once, 
thus doing away with the separate 
handling of ear corn. Careful experi- 
ments with milk cows conducted by 
several of our experiment stations have 
shown that silage thus made from 
corn cut "ears and all" has produced 
somewhat more milk and butter than 
dry fodder and ear corn handled and 
fed separately, the product from the 
same area of land being compared in 
both cases. 


Eitrn Pasture Land. 


As animal industry becomes a per- 


manent industry more of the farm 
must be converted Into pasture. But if 
the fertility of tho farm is to be in- 
creased, if a good profit is to be real- 
ized from the new system, two blades 
of grass must grow in the place of one; 
twice as much stock must be kept on 
the same number of acres. It will draw 
very greatly upon the intelligence of 
the man to handle his pasture land so 
that the yeld of forage it produces be- 
comes even better every year. The 
pasture must have periods of rest. It 
cannot be continually nipped into tbe 
ground. It must not be overstocked. 
Forage crops must help it out in a hot, 
dry spell and Sn early fall. It will need 
a top dressing of manure or some good 
commercial fertilizer. Kentucky blue 
grass, a native of our state, with a mix- 
ture of orchard. grass, is probably the 
best variety of our grasses suited to 
permanent pasture.—IndianapolisNcws. 


Itnp« nn Foraffe Crop. 


Throughout the northern portion of 


tho United States farmers and stock 
raisers could advantageously grow 
more of the succulent forage crops for 
feeding stock during tho summer and 
autumn months, when the supply of 
Brasses nnd clovers la often limited, 
says A. S. Hitchcock of tho bureau of 
plant industry. Such crops may usnnl- 
ly bo grown on land that has already 
produced nn enrly maturing crop of 
some sort, such as ortts, rye or winter 
wheat. Ono of the best of these succu 
lent crops Is rape (Br.'itsica nnpus 
Linn.), a plant closol.v related to cnb- 
hago, turnips, mustard and rutabaga*. 


The renewed outbreak at ctttle dte- 


ease in ?Jew Hampshire U proving 
quite a serious matter, the infected 
herds so far including nearly 300 mem- 
bers and new cases still being reported, 
says American Cultivator. So far all 
the cases are in Hillsboro county and a 
few towns adjoining, but as yet«there 
can be no certainty that scattered 
cases may not be found elsewhere In 
the state. New England fanners are 
disappointed at the persistence of tbe 
epidemic, which at one time was 
thought to have been wholly stamped 
out Tbe end is probably not far off 
now. Tbe'most disquieting feature Is 
the fact that this new outbreak, in- 
cluding at least a score of herds, was 
not discovered until some of tbe dis- 
eased cattle bad been shipped to mar- 
kets where there are special inspectors. 
It may be inferred that under ordina- 
ry conditions cases may not always be 
immediately reported as tbey should 
be to tbe cattle bureau or committee. 
Owners are naturally in no hurry to 
invite inspectors to kill their cattle, 
break up their milk business and over- 
turn things generally without adequate 
repayment Here perhaps is shown the 
mistake made by the United States of- 
ficials in paying only 70 per cent of the 
value of cattle killed. Full payment 
would bave taken away the leading ob- 
stacle to report of new cases by the 
owners and quite likely would have ia 
tbe end proved tbe least costly plan. 


Three Beet Type«.

From a range standpoint there are 


but three prominent beef breeda/tor 
tbe Galloways, except In a few locali- 
ties, "scarcely enter in sufficient num- 
bers in the cattle industry of tbe great 
scope of territory known as arid and 
semiarid America."

Cattle Transaction*. 


The annual trade in cattle between 


the ranchmen of the northern ranges 
and those of the southern breeding 
country has opened, but thus far trans- 
portations have not been large or nu- 
merous, says Stockman and Farmer. 
One thing is certain, however, that 
values are to be considerably lower 
than they were last year. Tbe cattle 
raisers of Texas are slow to accept re- 
ductions, but they will have to do so 
because the present and the pro- 
spective markets for beef cattle do not 
justify last year's prices. At tbe same 
time cattle for grazing and feeding, on 
the ranges and elsewhere, are selling 
nnd will sell at fair prices. The trade 
is in a healthy condition, with graziers 
and feeders showing confidence enough 
in tho future Judging by the prices 
they are paying for their cattle. The

Hew Method of Clettniinv Wool. 
Edgar Baruch, until recently a grad- 


uate student in 'the college of chem- 
istry in the University of California,, 
has bad the distinction of inventing a 
new method of cleansing raw wool,' 
which gives promise of eventually rev- 
olutionizing the wool industry In his 
state if not in the entire country. Dis- 
carding the old costly and complex 
methods, he has devised a new process 
in which crude oil distillate performs 
the important part. This In every ex- 
periment tried with it thus far has 
yielded the most gratifying results, 
and the young scientist is.,now of the 
opinion that in such volatile solvents 
instead of in alkaline and soapy solu- 
tions as heretofore lies the secret of the 
proper degreasing of new wool. 


IdLteit Substitute For Rubber. 
A new elastic material, known as 


tichopiese, bas, according to the Gum- 
mi Zeitung, been manufactured on a 
large scale near Ghent, in Belgium. It 
consists of a mass composed of special- 
ly treated hair and on account of its 
extraordinary tensile strength and al- 
most indestructible elasticity is already 
finding wide technical application. For 
door fillings and telephone cases it is 
being largely used on account of the 
above properties and because it does 
not easily deteriorate. Subjected to a 
high pressure test, the material did 
not show tbe slightest trace of defor- 
mation, resuming its original shape on 
the removal of the pressure. 


Soot a* a Waite Product. 


M'hen acetylene is burned with an 


insufficient supply of oxygen, a heavy 
blacU soot is produced, which has been 
named acetylene black. It is stated 
that a factory is now running in Swit- 
zerland which produces this soot com- 
mercially. It having found some accept- 
ance in the arts where a good, pure 
black covering matter is required.

The Epidiascope's U«es. 


The epidiascope, of German manufac- 


ture, is a new optical lantern of great-

up to a size of more than eight Inches 
square.

Frankfort. It has long been a matter

In pursuance of the plan of the Car- 


negie institution to establish a labora- 
tory for tbe study of plant life peculiar 
to the desert regions of America a de- 
sirable site has been selected, says tbe 
Chicago Post. It is on a small moun- 
tain near Tucson, Ariz., rising 600 feet 
above the sea level. It was offered 
free of cost by the chamber of com- 
merce of Tucson and was approved by 
the trustees of the Carnegie institution. 
It is made up of sixty acres. Tbe 
building will be erected on tbe crest 
of the mountain and will be one story 
high nnd built of adobe or of the vol- 
canic bowlders found on the moun- 
tain. The interior will be divided into 
a large and a small laboratory, a store- 
room, a workroom, a library and an 
office. 
It is expected to be finished, 


furnished and equipped ready for oc- 
cupancy by Sept. 1. 


The Lightest of Wood*. 


Manufacturers of woodenware in St. 


Louis are experimenting with a re- 
markable wood from southeast Missou- 
ri, says the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. It 
is corkwood, said by Professor William 
Trelease of the Missouri Botanical gar- 
den at St. Louis to be the lightest wood 
known. Corkwood grows down In the 
bogs and sunken lauds of the New 
Madrid district, submerged by the sink 
of 1811. 
It is most abundant in Dun- 


klin county, and a great deal of it 
stands in the swamps of Butler county. 
It is a water tree, always confining 
itself to bogs in which the water 
stands from one to six feet deep tbe 
year round. 


The Elixir of Plant Life. 


While the elixir of youth for tbe hu- 


man race is still undiscovered, Profess- 
or Lucien Daniel has rejuvenated dy- 
ing plant tissues in a very striking 
manner. His first experiments were
